LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 26.—The manner 
in which the Administration forces worked 
the Democratic State convention will be a 
blot on the political history of Kentucky. 
It is @ story of shameful betrayal of 
principle for the loaves and fishes of pos- 
sible office holding. 

When the convention met Tuesday morn- 
ing Senator Blackburn and the men who 
@ere making the fight for free silver had

every reason to believe that a majority of 
the delegates were opposed to an indorse- 
ment of the policy of the Administration. 
From the time the convention took a recess 
at 2 o'clock until it convened gt 8 there 
was a change, and the influence that 
brought it about was discreditable to the 
politicians of Kentucky. 

State Auditor Norman is charged with 
being the man who is principally responsible 


_for it. He is reputed to be one of the 
most adroit politicians in the State. He is 


the motive power of the State machine, 
He has from one to three deputies in every

Norman led Senator Blackburn to believe 
that he was with him in his fight.

It was considered favor- 
fable for Clay as well as a victory for Cleve- 
land and Carlisle. 

The vote on the Ellis amendment was an- 
nounced: Yeas, 0 6-35: nays, 698 20-35, 
when there was loud cheering. 

There was loud. cheeering for Cleveland 
and Carlisle. It wasmoved that the ma- 
jority report be adopted by a vive voce 
vote. Messrs. Rhea, Ellis and others 
claimed that they were entitled to another 
and separate vote on their original minority 
report, which was a sarcastic indorsement 
of Cleveland and Carlisle for maintaining 
a single gold standard. 

The Ellis amendment was known as the 
supplemental report. e roll had been 
called on it and the silver men insisted on 
the roll being called again on substitut- 
ing the original minority report for the 
majority report. There was an overwhelm- 
ing viva voce vote against the minority re- 
port, but a call of the 119 counties was de- 
manded and ordered at 2:30.

Address Issued by the State Chairman 
, Requesting Expressions. 


Chairman Maffitt of the Democratic State 
Central Committee has issued the following 
address to the Democratic County Chair- 
men of the State: 

Headquarters Democratic State Central 
Committee, St. Louis, June 2%.—Dear Sir 
Your State Democratic Committee having 
noted through the public press that some 
enthusiasts in behalf of the free, unlimited 
and unconditional coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 were clamorous for a con- 
vention of the Democratic party in this

Slattery was seen by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter and asked to explain this new phase 
of the trouble. He said Mr. Starr, who ob- 
tained the injunction, wired him Monday 
night to be in Chicago by Wenesday, but 
he had a matter in court here which pre- 
vented. . 

In his answer to Starr Mr. Slattery wired: 
“Injunction account of contract fruitless 
unless Laughlin is turned out. The Na- 
tional Hollow, Chicago Equipment and 
American constitute a trust as now oper- 
ated. I can furnish all testimony necessary 
for success.” 

Mr. Slattery was asked for an explanation 
of the matter. He said that Judge Henry 
Laughlin, for the Chicago Railroad Equip- 
ment Co. and the National Hollow Brake 
Beam Co., in both of which he is a heavy 
shareholder, purchased the controlling in- 
terest in the American Brake Beam Co. 
Laughlin is president of the former and a 
director in the Hollow Brake Beam Co., 
and after he secured control of the American 
Brake Beam Co., Mr. Slattery says, the 
business ran down, it was charged, to the 
benefit of the other two concerns. 

The decrease was from $350,000 a year to 
$75,000. Judge Laughlin’s salary as presi- 
dent was $10,000 per annum. Besides this, 
it is alleged, his physicians drew a salary 
of $2,100 a year for half an hour’s attendance 
a month as secretary. This is in part reason 
for the clause of the injunction against 
salary payments. 

Charges of a serious nature were made 
against Laughlin as president at two meet- 
ings of the Board of Directors of the 
American Brake Beam Co., and at the 
annual meeting of stockholders, but Laugh- 
lin held a majority of stock and elected 
eight out of nine directors and laughed 
at the most serious charges made. 

All these charges, together with others of 
even & more serious nature, are now about 
to be ventilated in court, Mr. Slattery says, 
through the medium of this injunction. The 
evidence is mostly documentary and is 
made up of letters and telegrams that have 
passed between Laughlin and others inter- 
ested with him. These papers, it is said, 
have been passed upon by several legal 
firms and all pronounce them valuable 
evidence against Mr. Laughlin and his 
friends. : 
The only companies really sald to be in 
danger are the National Hollow Brake 
Beam Co. and its lessee, the.Chicago Rail- 
way Equipment Co. This is owing to un- 
certainty about the patents obtained by the 
National Hollow Co., which are soon to be 
attacked by a competing company in East 
St. Louis. a 

Shareholders representing $500,000 worth 
of stock are moving in the matter. Mr. 
Brooks, who is an interested party, is one 
of the oldest and wealthiest lawyers in 
Boston and alone represents $200,000 of the 
stock. The history of the deal, including 
the Detroit plant referred to, will make 
one of the most interesting and sensational 
cases ever tried in the civil courts.

cago line, commonly krtlown as the Wing 
Line.“ The Chicago, Peoria and St. Louis 
Railroad is to be sold under the pendin 
roceedings for foreclosure, and will be said 
or with securities of the Terre Haute com- 
pany, of which $5,275,000 first mort e 4 per 
cent bonds, and $4,220,000 second mortgage 4 
per cent income bonds, secured by liens 
upon the property, will be issued. The 
Terre Haute company will retain $1,899,000 
of the first mortgage bonds with which to 
pay off existing claims against the road, 
and improve the property, and will also re- 
serve in its treasury $1,688,000 of the second 
mortgage income bonds, the residue of the

The address of Justice Brown of the 
United States Supreme Court to the Yale 
‘Law School graduates will doubtless 
bring out an indignant protest from a 
large section of the Hastern press.

HOW THEY KEEP TAB 


Laclede Gas Light Co. Is Furnishing 
Gas Stoves Free to Consumers. 


A scheme has just come to light that 
shows how the local gas company keeps tab 


on the consumers of gas in St. Louis. 

Agents have been making a house to house 
canvass for some time past in the interest 
of the gas company, soliciting for a gas 
stove, which they agree to put in free of 
charge. The housewife who is without one 
of these luxuries and can il) afford to buy 
one naturally avails herself of this rare op- 
portunity to get something for nothing. 

You take the stove, a two-burner affair, 
and it don’t cost you a cent, but you have 
to pay for the tubing, which ranges in price 
from $1 for five feet to $2 for twelve feet. 
Then you pay 35 cents for an independent 
connection. If you prefer a three-burner 
stove you can have it by paying $1.25 extra. 
All this is ostensibly done by a so-called 
advertising company. In reality it is done 
by the gas company. 

The stoves are paid for by the gas com- 
pany at the rate of $1.30 each. It is only 
reasonable to supose that the consumer 
has to eventually pay for the stoves. In 
addition to that the company secures 
through these solicitors a record of every 
residence canvassed, which shows whether 

ou already have a gas stove and all other 
nformation concerning the quantity of gas 
you are likely to consume, which may be 
of assistance to the near-sighted man who 
reads your meter. In return for all this the 
agents receive a commission averaging 50 
to 60 cents on each stove sold.

to Abolish It. 


An ordinance is being prepa i by the 
Inspector of Weights and Meas overing 
the short bushel measures now \ d at 
Union Market. Dealers at Union Mari (are 
selling three pecks of fruits and vegetables 


as a full bushel, but on account of defects 
in the present ordinance Mr. Lyons has been 
unable to cope with the evil. Tut new ordi- 
nance will be submitted to City Counsellor 
Marshall and introduced in the Municipal 
Assembly as soon as possible. The ordinance 
rescribes the same measurement, amount- 
fog to four pecks to the bushel measure, 
ut instead of ‘bushel’ the words ‘fruit 
and vegetable box,’ ‘one-half fruit and vege- 
table box,’ one-quarter’ and so on, are used. 
The State law specifies ‘bushel’ so that the 
new ordinance will not conflict with it.“ 
Under the old ordinance a fee of 16 cents 
— provided for each inspection of measures 
of whatever capacity, to be made twice a 
ear. The new ordinance will reduce the 
ee to 5 cents, and 1 cent for boxes from a 
gallon down to a pint.

SYNDICATE GOLD CONTRACT. 


The Government Has Agreed to a Mod- 
. ification of It. 


NEW YORK, June 26.—The payment into 
the sub-Treasury of $6,500,000 is believed to 
be proof that the Government has agreed to 
a modification or change in the contract 
with the syndicate so far as requiring the 


syndicate to import $32,500,000 of gold; but as 
the syndicate managers admit that their 
contract does not expire until October and 
that they are required to do all in their 
power in the meantime to maintain the Gov- 
ernment’s gold reserve, they may yet have 
to import gold unless they continue to pre- 
vent its exportation. Of their ability to do 
that until October 1, no one seems to have 
any doubt, least of all the syndicate man- 
agers, 

Thus far the syndicate has imported on 
account of the new 4 per cent bonds $14,451,- 
000—it has $200,000 of imported gold in the as- 
say office to its credit—and has deposited in 
the Treasury altogether more than $66,000, 
000 of gold. That the managers of the syn- 
dicate are masters of the sterling exchange 
market, and thus able to maintain the Gov- 
ernment’s — is said by bankers to be 
shown by the fact that they have notified 
the members of their syndicate of their in- 
tention to return to them this week the bal- 
ance of per cent of the money they ad- 
vanced in gold for the syndicate to deposit 
in the sub-Treasury last February to pur- 


| chase half the bonds sold in this country. 


This 60 per cent will amount to many mil- 
lions of dollars, and when they get it, the 
bankers, members of the syndicate, say 
they will not know what to do with it, as 
there is such a plethora of money that it is 
almost unlendable except on call at unprof- 
itable rates. 

An indication of the change in sentiment 
in relation to the gold question was seen at 
the sub-Treasury, when deposits of gold 
were offered in exchange for greenbacks of 
large denominations. 


CAR THIEVES CAPTURED. 


Believed to Be Part of an Organized 
Gang. 

SPOKANE, Wash., June 2.—The au- 
thorities here have arrested two of the most 
daring car thieves operating in the West. 
Their plan was to spot a freight car they 
desired to pillage, spring the doors at a 
station and board the train, and when 
it was in motion throw off what they 
wanted. When the train slowed up they 
would drop off and go back and pick u 
their plunder, The men were capture 
through information given by a second- 
hand dealer here whom they offered to 
dispose of a lot of goods they had con- 
cealed a few miles east of Spokane on 
the line of the Northern Pacific.
